THE President neglected to appoint a Surgeon- 
General before his departure, for the reason that. his 
time was so continually occupied by other import- 
ant matters during the closing days of the session 
of Congress that. he did not have time to consider 
the subject carefully. In making Army appointments 
heretofore, he has carefully gone over in person all 
the papers of the many applicants and looked into 
their respective records, for the purpose of determin- 
ing for himself ‘the best selection to make. It is pre- 
sumed that he did not care to make the Surgeon- 
Generalship an exception to the rule, and, therefore, 
postponed action until his return. Another impor- 
tant matter which will probably demand the attention 
of the President before Congress again assembles is 
the desirability of putting an end to the anomalous 
condition of affairs in the office of the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Army.

The draw- 
ings of the latest French and English armored ships 
are very eomplete and: perfect’ in every detail. 
Constructor HICHBORN’S conclusions as to the method 
and progress of modern ‘warship construction as 
well as the money consideration necessary to be ac- 
counted for in the production of a warship that will 
combine seaworthiness, “high speed, mancuvring 
qualities, coal endurance, offensive and defensive 
power, ate well considered Jjand deserving of careful

thought by those whose duty it is to decide the types 
and project the plans of new warships for our Navy. 
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Commopore D. L. Braine, U. 8. N., before his 
departure for the South Atlantic Station, received 
the appointment of acting rear admiral QOomme- 
dore BralnE retires on May 18, 1891, consequently 
he is but fifty-seven years of age; in these ‘piping 
times of peace quite a youthful commander,of »a 
squadron. Still, the Commodore is not so youthfal 
as to be entirely without experience. He was in 
the Home Squadron during the Mexican War; served 
with honor during the civil war, and commanded 
the Monticello in the first naval engagement of that 
war, the -attack on Sewell Point Battery. He was 
in the attacks. on Fort Fisher,.and also in the. at- 
tacks upon Fort Anderson and the forts on Cape 
Fear River. He realized Lincon’s saying that his 
gunboats could go wherever the ground was a little 
damp by trying conclusions with two regiments of 
confederate infantry, and rescuing the 20th Indi- 
ana Regiment which was surrounded by the enemy. 
Admiral Brains, as we may now call him, received 
his appointment as midshipman in 1846, his com-- 
mission as lieutenant in 1858, as lieutenant com- 
mander in 1862, as commander in 1866, as captain 
in 1874 and his promotion to commodore last year.

. Tae accidental capture by a French peasant, near 
Nevers, of a carrier pigeon marked with Prussian 
insignia, and carrying a cipher despatch, has led to 
an investigation by the French authorities, one of 
the results being the alleged discovery of a number 
of pigeon-houses and an organized scheme of pigeon 
communication, at Reims, kept up by the German 
government. By way of compensation for this in- 
vasion of France, it seems that Germany has to 
keep a sharp surveyance of its own strong places, 
Lieut. Hartono, an ‘officer of engineers, having 
been arrested through the information of his de- 
serted mistress, on charges of selling te foreign 
emissaries plans of the fortifications of e- 
bourg, one of the most formidable fortresses in Eu - 
rope. This is the third discovery of aeimilar treach- 
ery on the part.of German officers. Even Italy 
seems not to be exempt from the spying policy of 
her neighbors, the. popular feeling in Rome being 
much excited by ‘the arrest of a French journalist, 
M. CHARLES Des DorRIDEs, and two Italians, LioneL 
and Victor Vecomi, one a foreman at the Arsenal 
at Spezia, and the other professor at the naval 
technical institution of Leghorn. On the 27th.ult. 
these parties were brought into court, the brothers 
Vecont on the charge of selling to the Frenchman 
plans of Italian warships and other documents, 
and Dorripes accused of having organized a sys - 
tem of espionage of government secrets in connec- 
tion with them. Dorripges admitted relations by 
letters with the brothers, and confessed to having 
received from them information attainable by any 
military attaché, but would not name the person to 
whom he had transmitted his papers and intelli— 
ligence. The court adjourned pending the arrival 
of Van Esse, the accuser and principal witness, 
At its second session a verdict of not proven was 
reached.

The cadets were 
sent aloft about 10 o’clock on their usual mornin 
drill, when Cadet Schley missed his footing and fe 
from the lee foretopmast rigging, a distance of 100 
feet, striking on the vessel's rail and falling into the 
water. Orders wereat once given to man the lifeboat 
and bring the ship up in the wind, which was now 
blowing halfa gale. In the meantime the crew of 
seven men were in the lifeboat, which, through mis- 
conception of the order of the deck, was prematurely 
let go and at once swamped. Four of her crew 
managed to cling to her sides and hold on until they 
were rescued, ,but the other three--Emil Olsen, A. 
Carsen, and M. Doland, coxswain of the boat—were 
drowned before assistance could reach them. Schley 
was a bright = man, about 18 years or age, and 
a relative of Comdr.

m this point a path leads through the woods 
to the open space by which, by means of a “covered 
way,’’ you reach the target pits.

targets similarly arranged, with store house and 
telephone building, the latter with windows at each 
end so as to watch all targets, and receive and trans- 
mit promptly all messages from tbe firing points.

their camp. In addition to above the tents of offi- 
cers and men will be floored, the same as at Leaven- 
worth, and bathing and other facilities will be af- 
forded. We have thus a complete system of our own 
and are as independent asthe best post, without any 
of the annoyances of begging or borrowing from any 
Post Commander things, which if given, are given 
with a bad grace, and, naturally so, as no one Post 
Commander should be called upon to nourish a De- 
partment affair.

the work before them, and in the large scores made, 
an appreciation of their surroundings, as well as the 
labor of weeks, patiently, and well done, by their 
brother soldiers to accomplish these results. 








CHALLENGE FROM FORT MISSOULA, M. T.

THE ceremonies attending the unveiling of the De Kalb 
statue Aug. 16 caused this historic old city (Antapolis) to 
awaken from the lethargy with which it is usually en- 
wrapped, Fully 10,000 strangers were in attendance and the 
city was gayly decorated in honor of the occasion.

The New Mexican trots out 
an imaginary Army officer and makes bim say as 
follows: “1f we should bave a little brush with our 
Mexican neighbors Fort Biiss wouldn't last three 
minutes. Its location is such that the Mexican sol- 
diers could climb up on the high bluff, just across 
the river from the fort, and stone to death every 
American soldier stationed there. The situation of 
Fort. Bliss shows the folly of our Government in 
locating its frontier poste. None of the towns aloag 
the extreme frontier would serve as points of ren- 
dezvous or for the storage of ordnance or Army 
supplies, sheuld serious trouble arise at this time; 
therefore it is the better policy to establish the forts 
and the supply depots some distance back from the 
border.””’ The Times makes free to say that there 
is not an officer in the Umted States Army who 
would be guilty of uttering such egregious non- 
sense.

Richards, 
dated Bagriechi, Mex., Aug. 13,in which hesays that 
James H. Kirk and five other ranchmen, who were 
out searching for Indian trails, were ambushed last 
Tuesday by a band of Indians in Santa Rosa ny 
Two of Kirk’s party were killed by the first volley. 
A desperate fight ensued, in which another ranch- 
man was killed and two wounded. There were 11 
Indians in the band. A despatch referring to the re- 
cept murder and burning of Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
and two children, says: ** This is the most diabolical 
crime ever committed in Arizona by Indians or 
whites.” 

A later despatch says: ‘“*Two couriers arrived at 
Huachuca at 4P.M., Aug. 17, bringing news that 
Lieut. Gatewood jomed Lawton’s command Aug. 6. 
Lawton has not seen or heard of hostiles since July 
21. Heavy rains made it impossible to follow a trail 
over twelve hours old. At the time the couriers left 
Lawton was rafting his command over Arras River. 
Gatewood’s Indians are to act as guides. The rains 
are unusually heavy.

CYCLONES VERSUS BULL’S-EYES. 


THatT the former can discount the latter we had evi- 
dence on Friday ant at the Department of the Platte rifle 
range, It had been blowing a fresh breeze all the evening, with 
continual flashes of lightning, when, about 12.30 Pp. m., a lull or 
deathly stillness prevailed, which, after about five minutes, 
was followed by a crash, a tornado of wind, floods of water, 
and most vivid lightning. {n afew minutes the work of weeks, 
pusing up tents, etc., was utterly destroyed. 47 tents were 
laid flat; several being b'own away, others torn into whip 
cord; property scattered and everyone soaked to the skin. 
One sergeant was blown 50 yards; rifles and carbines lodged 
in tops of trees, one mule caught in a tent and carried into 
a tree, and several men injured. Lieuts. Brooke, Cochran, 
Styer an'! Hutcheson, drenched to the skin, shed their gar- 
ments, and, in nature’s apparel, flitted around camp, look- 
ing after the debris—the latter formed a striking picture in 
the moonlight, on top of his mage pole, trying to adjust his 
tent fly. Lieut. rt, 6th Infantry, whose tent stood, 
slept through it all; and the boys started to pull his tent 
down, and he out, when he concluded to come out, when he 
was taken around camp, with nothing on but a breech 
clout. The water stood for some time Le! - to your 
knees, and the moon came out clearly, and smil sweetly 
upon the successful work of the elements. Colonel Henry's 
tent was carried over his bead and lodged in trees; and he, 
while holding on to front tent pole, thrown out, where he 
was found by Lieuts. Hutcheson and Brooke holdirg on toa 
tree, with his boy, expecting to land in the Missouri River.a 
short distance below. His carriage, fastened to trees, and in 
a hollow, was turned over and ang smashed. 

Capt. Ulio’s tent stood the storm, it not having struck that 
side. He remarked next morning that not having any 
cyclones, in the “promised land,” from which the 2d Inf. had 
just come, he was anxious to see some of our products—his 
first cyclone seems to have satisfied him.

It crossed the 
line of the Union Pacific Railway at Gilmore, where it 
took three box cars ona train, standing in front of the de- 

it, and carrying them out like links ina chain, pulled up 
he rear of the train, and threw them over on their sides on 
the depot platform. . . The width of the tornado’s track 
is pretty well measured by the three freight cars that it 
caught at Gilmore.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE U. 8S. schooner Eagre arrived in Hempstead 
Bay, L. L, Aug. 12, from College Point and was to 
leave in a day or two for the Harlem River.

THE white cotton regulation hat now worn by the 
sailors of the Navy has sprung into sudden favor as 
a lawn tennis hat.

It hasadecidedly nobby ap- 
pearance when new, and its moderate cost, but forty 
cents, will ensure its adoption for tennis purposes 
wherever it can be procured. 

Ir was inadvertently stated in last week’s JoURNAL 
that the recent Court of co! at New York was 
to investigute charges of drunkenness against Ist 
Lt. S. W. Quackenbush, U.S. M. C., and of absence 
against Ist Lt.O. C. Berryman. The charges should 
have been reversed. The Court found that Lieut. 
Quackenbush was absent without leave but 48 hours. 
The matter was so trivial that the Navy Department 
deemed further action unnecessary, and Lieut. 
Quackenbush sailed in the Juniata on Aug. 16 for 
the Pavific Station. The findings of the Court in the 
case of Lieut. Berryman are understood to be ofa 
more serious character. They are before the De- 
partment awaiting the action of the Secretary as to 
whether a Court-martial shall be ordered. 
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THE claims of naval officers for mileage and lon- 
gevity pay which were allowed by the accounting 
officers and provided for in the General Deficiency 
bill are being settled by the disbursing officer of the 
Navy Department at the rate of about one hundred 
per day. 

THE 4,500-ton vessels will, in accordance with law, 
be rated as first rate, and therefore will be named 
after the States. The cruisers of less than 4,500 tons 
are second rates and will be named after cities, 
towns or rivers in the United States, as the Presi- 
dent may elect. The President is not restricted by 
law in naming the gunboats. 

A DESPATCH from Halifax, Nova Scotia, Aug. 16, 
says: * Advices from Georgetown. Prince Edward 
Island, say that a number of American fishermen 
arrived there on Saturday, Aug. 14, for shelter. Sev- 
eral from West Cape reported that there were about 
100 American seiners there making good catches, 
and that there were four American war ships at 
West Cape and on the north side guarding the fleet. 
The schooners left Georgetown on Sunday morning. 
The inland fishermen are said to be indignant at the 
manner in which the fishermen are protected.” 

A PRIVATE letter from a member of the expedi 
t.on commanded by Lieut. Geo. M. Stoney, U.S. N., 
dated from Fort Cosmos, Putnam River. headquar 
ters of the expedition, latitude 67 deg. 10 min. north, 
longitude 150 deg. 50 min. west, and is dated 
last Christmas day. The writer reports that Lieut. 
Stoney had discovered a river to the north, which 
the natives say empties into the Arctic near Point 
Barrow. The river is supposed to be the same as 
the one at the mouth of which Lieut. Ray estab- 
lished his headquarters during his observing expedi- 
tion. The letter was brought to St. Michaels from 
Fort Cosmos, a distance of 450 miles, by a party 
under the command of Engineer Lane. It concludes 
by stating thut Ensign Read remained at Fort Cos- 
mos on account of delicate health, but he would 
accompany Lieut. Stoney on his sledging journey. 

THE only report received by the Secretary of the 
Navy of the recent trial trip of the new cruiser 
Atlanta wasashort one forwarded by her command- 
ing officer, Capt. Bunce. The bighest speed attained 
was 12.8 knots, but the trial was not regarded as 
complete, owing to the breaking of a shaft pin and 
the blowing up of a joint of the high pressure c I- 
inder. The accidents were very trivial, and the 
damage can be easily repaired. They were not re- 
garded iu any way as an objection to the vessel, but 
as something that is liable to happen on any occa- 
sion of the kind. They will necessitate another trial 
trip of the vessel, however, which will be ordered 
at an early date. The Atlanta showed herself to be 
well constructed, and is regarded by naval officers 
as full of promise. 


Mate CHARLES J. MuRPHY AND JOHN T. JEF- 
FERSON, of the Naval Academy, have lately invented 
a novel rudder and steering gear, designed to be 
used upon vessels of war. plans and specifications of 
which have been submitted to the advisory board 
at Washington, and by them referred to the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair at the Navy Department. 
The merits which these gentlemen claim for this in- 
vention are that the rudder is perfectly concealed 
while a ship is engaged in fighting in a seu-way, and 
by a system of connections the entire upper portion 
of the rudder is inclosed by the casement of the ship, 
thereby avoiding the danger of its being struck by 
shot or shell when the stern of the vessel rises in a 
sea-way. It also avoids the necessity of having the 
“ overhang,” a contrivance for the protection of the 
rudder now in use by some of the new cruisers. The 
inventors hope that the new invention may be ap- 
plied to the vessels which are about to be built.

OUR AUXILIARY NAVY. 


THE naval board of inspection at New York which 
was some time 2 ago directed by Secre Whitney to 
consider the availability of vessels of the merchant 
service as auxiliary cruisers in time of war, have 
reported to the Navy Department in detail upon 
two vessels: the Louisiana, of the Cromwell line, 
and the Newport, of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 

ny, both built by John Roach and Sons. As 
he examination of such vessels as might be utilized 
by the Governmentin time of need, is confined ex- 
clusively to New York, but the matter is deemed of 
such importance that in the near future similar work 
will be done in Boston, San Francisco and perhaps 
one or two other important ports. The Louisiana, 
which was first reported upon, is regarded as super - 
ior to many first class foreign vessels which are de- 
nuded upon as auxiliary cruisers, in strength of 
ull, general construction, engine power 8 . and 
ability to carry a battery of 6-inch guns. 

The report upon the Newport, which was but re- 
cently received, is a long and detailed one. It de- 
scribes the materials of her construction, the details 
of the vessel and her machinery generally, and the 
minor alterations that would Le necessary should 
she be needed as an auxiliary cruiser, aud classes her 
in the first rank for such a purpose. In point of 
naval architecture the Board certifies her as one of 
the best vessels, American or foreign, that comes to 
New York; that she is fitted with every modern in- 
vention for increasing safety and s' ; that she is 
built of the best heavy plate iron and triple-riveted, 
and the angle-irons are unusually +4 o She has 
two iron decks, six watertight transverse bulkheads, 
and the shaft alley, engines and boilers are inclosed 
by longitudinal bulkheads, thus protecting the en- 

ine and boiler rooms from danger ip case of disaster 
rom shot and collision. The vessel is eet in 
age. my | feet beam, af feet depth of hold, and 
2,73 tous displacement. Her engines develop more 
than one horse-power per gee ee ton, which is 
ter than that of the Guion steamship Arizona 
n proportion to the size of the vessel.

BOILERS OF THE BROOKLYN. 


THE delay in fitting out the Brooklyn fora cruise 
on the Asiatic station is explained in reports from 
the commanding officer and chief engineer received 
at the Navy Department on August 16. Their 
account of the condition of the boilers when the 
vessel returned to the Brooklyn Navy-yard in May 
last, and of the work performed upon them since 
that date, shows that they were not in as good con- 
dition as reported when the vessel went into com- 
mission in October, 1885. Many repairs were made 
and scale often removed during the eight months 
cruise, in spite of which, when the vessel arrived in 
New York in May last, the boilers showed an un- 
usually large accumulation of scale for so shorta 
cruise. The cleaning resulted in the removal of 
27,000 pounds of scale to which is to be added 4,500 
pounds taken out at various times during the cruise. 
Ibe following rather unusual articles to found in 
a steam boiler were also taken out: One working 
suit; one sledge; four hand lamps; two chisel bars; 
two scaling hammers; three flat chisels; one piece 
of 14-in. pipe and elbow; three wooden wedges; 
two pieces of buard, and one wrench. Some of these 
articles have been preserved to show the thickness 
of the scale deposited and also to figure in the in- 
vestigation that is likely to be instituted for the 
purpose of fixing the responsibility for their pres- 
ence in the boilers.

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THE WOES OF MR. CUTTING. 


THE woes of Mr. Editor CuTTinG seem to have 
awakened universal sympathy among his brethren, 
if we are to judge from the amount of attention 
given to him, as contrasted with the almost entire 
lack of interest in the case of Captain CRAWFORD. 
Texas Siftings covers its first page this week with 
an engraving entitled ‘‘ Asleep on Post.” It shows 
a mounted ranger, with ‘‘ Texas” inscribed upon 
his belt, riding up to a U.S. soldier asleep in his 
sentry-box and shouting, ‘‘ Wake up, Mr. Soldier, 
this is as much your fight as it is mine,” while he 
points across the Rio Grande to a fort bearing the 
Mexican flag, and inscribed, ‘* Mexican jail for 
Americans.” Another picture in the same paper 
represents Uncle Sam on his knees before a half- 
masted American flag, while a Mexican greaser, 
with his flag flying aloft, is administering to 
the reluctant Uncle Samuel a nauseous dose 
from a bottle labelled ‘‘ OuTTING’s mixture.” The 
title is: ‘‘ A Cutting Satire. Poor Old Uncle Sam! 
It is a bitter dose but he takes it like a little man.” 
Puck has a frontispiece bearing the legend 
‘ Stealing Jingo Jim’s Clothes—Mr. Bayarp is 
going to have a vigorous foreign policy too.” It 
represents a lugubrious—looking individual bathing 
in ‘‘the waters of hope,” who bears a marked re- 
semblance to Mr. BLAINE, except for the absence of 
clothes. On the shore is Mr. BAYARD wearing the 
casque and plume of knighthood, but feloniously 
appropriating the habiliments of the unfortunate 
bather, preparatory to starting ahead of him up a 
road bearing a sign board inseribed ‘‘To Mexico.” 
As part of the more serious discussion of the 
case, we ate told that Mr. ARTHUR G. SEDGWICK,

is particularly charged with justifying all that Mr. 


BAYARD has claimed. The endeavor is to show : 

First—All the evidence, newspaper reports and 1ecords 
from the first complaint against Cutting down to the exer- 
tions of the Mexican Government that he should havea 
fair trial shall fully corroborate the ground on which the 
demand for Cutting’s release was peremptorily made. 

Second—That the course ot justice, bad it not been for the 
firm and peremptory demand of the United States, would 
have been more arbitrary and oppressive than it was. 

Third—That the whole line of prosecution was changed 
after the ition of the United States Government was 
emphatically made known to the Mexican authorities. 

Mr. BaYArD believes that the sagacity of the 
Mexicans will appear in the light of an afterthought 
when Mr. SEDGWICK has accomplished his mission. 
The real object, we are further told, is to arraign 
Mexico for repeated and wanton violation of 
friendly relations of which the CuTTING case is re- 
garded as only one of many conspicuous examples. 
Mr. BAYARD, who, it seems, does not relish the idea of 
being put in a ridiculous attitude before the country, 
has committed to Mr. Sepa@wicx the task of 
tracing, step by step, this judicial tergiversa- 
tion, by which it is now made to appear that 
there was never just ground for interference 
in the CUTTING case. Mr. BAYARD refers to the 
consecutive accumulated records of the State De- 
partment for the last ten years as declaring with 
unchanged voice the utter hopelessness of obtaining 
justice to our citizens in cases where they had been 
wronged by the officials and Government of Mexico. 








A NAVAL ORDNANCE FACTORY. 

It will be seen by the order of Secretary Wurrt- 
NEY, Which we publish this week, that the Wash- 
ington Navy-yard is to be utilized as an ordnance 
factory and naval arsenal after Oct. 1. This is in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Gun 
Foundry Board, appointed by act of Congress March 
8, 1883, to report upon the location of Government 
Heavy Ordnance Armories, and in pursuance of the 
policy advised by the subsequent Fortification Board 
and the Senate and House Special Committees on 
Ordnance and War Ships. 

The bureaux now having quarters, with the Ord- 
nance, at the Washington Navy-yard are the Yards 
and Docks, Construction, Steam Engineering, and 
the Equipment. The staff officers will be assigned 
to other quarters and a vessel ordered to receive the 
stores for conveyance to other yards. It is some 
years since this has heen used as a construction 
yard, though possessing resources for building 
wooden ships of any size, and, owing to the absence 
of a dry dock, the repairs of large vessels have been 
restricted to their upper works. The plant for the 
building of marine engines and boilers of the largest 
class is in excellent condition. The Equipment 
Bureau has its most important shops at Washing- 
ton, comprising appliances for the production of the 
largest anchors, machinery for making chain cables, 
ete. The bureaus experiencing most serious change 
by this transfer are, apparently, the Construction 
and the Equipment. Civil Engineer MenocaL, Con- 
structor HICHBORN, Pay Director WASHINGTON, and 
Chief Engineer Baker are among the staff de- 
tached. 

The prime necessity of the Washington Yard es 
an Ordnance Factory is the erection and equipment 
of a machine shop, the lathes and tools to have a 
capacity for the largest calibre of guns. The gen- 
eral press reports, that the Secretary will expend 
the $250,000 at his disposal in the erection of a 
foundry, is obviously erroneous, the existing 
foundry, with possible changes, being available for 
any present purpose, as the policy of our Govern- 
ment does not entertain the casting of guns or the 
forging of gun parts, but simply the finishing or 
assembling of castings and forgings. 

It goes without saying that the removal of a 
considerable number of staff officers with their 
families not only from comfortable quarters to which 
they have become accustomed, but to fresh quarters 
and localities new, cannot be effected without incon- 
venience and discomfort. This is, however, one of 
the incidents of service life. The utilization of the 
Washington Navy-yard as an Ordnance Factory— 
since we are to have cne—is undoubtedly good pol— 
icy; the question remains, where are we to reas- 
semble these bureaus, so essential to naval recon- 
struction, or will they be located at separate yards ? 








Tue Board convened at Fort Monroe, on August 





2, for the examination for promotion of the nine 
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non commissioned officers who successfully passed 
Departmental Boards, has completed its labors and 
the report is now in the hands of the authorities at 
Washington. The candidates were all successful in 
the mental and physzical examination, but in one 
case there was some doubt asto moral fitness and it 
is held up for further investigation. It is expected, 
however, that they will all receive commissions as 
soon as a sufficient number of vacancies occur. 
There are now six vacancies—two in the Cavalry and 
four in the Infantry—and two that can be made at 
any time by retirements from disability. 








THE advertisements inviting proposals for the new 
vessels of war are on Commodore WALKER’s desk 
awaiting a message from Secretary WHITNEY as to 
the manner in which they shall be published. They 
will certainly appear before the week closes. The 
new cruiser which was authorized among others at 
the last session of Congress, and for which the Secre- 
tary has decided to vite proposals at this time, 
is to be built after designs furnished by Sir Wm. 
ARMSTRONG, with some few modifications by our 
own Construction Bureau. These plans were origi- 
nally offered by the ARMSTRONG Co., in competition 
with others, to the Spanish Government, which, 
after receiving designs and proposals from fifteen 
of the most eminent private shipbuilders of England 
and the Continent, accepted the plans and terms of 
J. and G. THompson, of Clydebank, as the most 
satisfactory. The ARMSTRONG plans being left on the 
market were accepted by Secretary WHITNEY, who, 
after consultation with shipbuilding experts in this 
country, decides that they are in every respect equal 
to those adopted by the Spanish Admiralty. A de- 
scription and illustration of the new vessel will be 
found elsewhere. 








THE Second Comptroller of the Treasury has ren- 
dered the following opinion on the question refer 
red to him by the War Department, regarding the 
payment of mileage to officers of the Army for travel 
over land-grant railroads under the recent mileage 


act: 


In my opinion, under the act of June 30, 1886, no_ mileage 
whatever can be paid, either over land-grant roads or any 
other railroads ““where the officer is furnished transportation 
by the Quartermaster’s Department.” 

This act does not make any change in the existing law, as 
to cases in which mileage can be paid or allowed. It neither 
enlarges nor restores the act of 1876 (19 Stats., 100, Sec. 2) in 
this respect. It simply, during the fiscal year 1887, prescribes 
a different rate at which mileage shall be computed, but in 
no case authorizes the payment of mileage where such au- 
pe did not or does not exist under laws previously en- 
acted. 

The act of 1876, in substance, provides that mileage shall 
not be paid where the officer is furnished transportation by 
the Quartermaster’s Department, and theact of June 30, 
1886. only provides for the tp of mileage according to 
the rate there established “when authorized by law.” 

To determine when mileage is “nuthorized by law”’’ refer- 
ence must be had to the act. of 1876, and this, as we have seen, 
precludes the payment of mileage when the officer is fur- 
ni hed transportation by the Quartermaster’s Department; 
and it makes no difference to the officer whether transporta- 
nt furnished over a land grant or non-land grant rail- 
road. 


This decision agreeing with the action (referred to 
last week in the JouRNAL) of the Paymaster General 
no further instructions will be issued to paymast- 
ers, and they will continue to make payments for 
mileage as they have done since the new law took 
effect. 








ConGrEss having authorized the expenditure of 
$75,000 for ‘‘ manufacturing, purchasing and ex- 
perimenting with torpedoes,” another Board will be 
crdered to investigate this subject. The detail for 
the Board is now being prepared. The development 
and experiments in torpedoes of all kinds have con - 
tinued with considerable vigor since the experi- 
ments of the Naval Board of two years ago, and 
the new Board may therefore expect to find plenty 
of material to work upon. A number of new 
patents have recently appeared, although few of 
them have been subjected to practical test. The 
Howell, Sims, Edison, Patrick, and Berdan have 
attracted the greatest attention during the year. 
The Howell has increased in favor with naval offi- 
cers, who are now beginning to ecmpare it with the 
Whitehead. A company for the manufacture of 
this torpedo was formed in March last and a snffi- 
cient number have been completed for trial before 
the new Board. 








WE thought it necessary in publishing the pro- 
ceedings of the G. C. M. in the case of P. A. Engi- 
heer W. A. Mintzer, U. 8. Navy, to insert dashes 
to indicate some of the foul language for which the 
accused was held to account, It may not be im- 


proper to call the attention of our naval authorities 
to the fact that Major-General Hancock issued an 
order to govern his command, stating that it was 
entirely unnecessary to recite the improper lan- 
guage verbatim in specifications to charges. If it 
is proper for the Secretary of the Navy to rebuke 
and punish an officer for using vile language to 
one other officer, is it not equally proper for him to 
refrain from using the same language in his Gen- 
eral Orders to the whole Navy? It was our Army 
which ‘‘swore terribly in Flanders,” but we have 
no similar report concerning the Navy. So itisa 
painful revelation to us to discover that there are 
naval officers who use naughty words, and we 
would never have believed it of the courteous Secre- 
tary of the Navy had not his own G. C. M. O. 23 
convicted him. 








THe American fondness for titles, to which we 
make some allusion elsewhere, 1s illustrated by the 
fact that Mr. ArTaur G. SEDGWICK, since be be- 
came a Mexican envoy, is called ‘‘General” Sepe@- 
Wick. One of the daily papers goes so far as to 
represent him as speaking for the Army as one of 
its officers. The ‘‘interview” in which this appears 
is evidently manufactured, for Mr. SEDGWICK is not 
a man to assume to be what he is not. He isa gen- 
tleman of ability and cultivation, and his personal 
character and attainments in every way fit him for 
the office to which he has been assigned. Ho is too 
young aman to have acquired a title during the 
civil war, for he was but sixteen or seventeen years 
old when it closed. Heisa graduate of Harvard, 
we believe, and commenced life as one of the edi- 
tors of the Wation, passing from that to the N. Y. 
Evening Post, and finally assuming the practice of 
the law, for which he was originally educated. We 
hope for the best results from his mission to Mexico. 








ORDERS were issued from the Navy Department 
Aug. 19, directing Commodore BANCROFT GHERARDI, 
at present superintendent of the Naval Asylum at 
Philadelphia, to assume command of the Newport 
Navy-yard Oct. 1, relieving Commodore RALPH 
CHANDLER, who will proceed some time during 
October to the Asiatic Station, to assume command 
of that station as the relief of Rear Admiral JoHn 
Lee Davis. Commodore CHANDLER is junior by 
nearly three months to the new commander of the 
South Atlantic Squadron, to whose youth we refer 
elsewhere. He, too, participated im the Mexican 
War, assisting at the capture of Mazatlan, and was 
also at Fort Fisher, beiig subsequently detailed to 
clear the James River of torpedoes. He com- 
manded the Swatara in the transit of Venus ex- 
pedition 1874-5, and received from the Chancellor 
of the German Empire, Prince Bismarck, “his 
warmest thenks for the noble and valuable sup- 
port” accorded to the members of the similar Ger- 
man expedition. 








Harper's Weckly of August 21 has an article on our 
soldiers of the Southwest which is headed by an 
excellent illustration of one of them, giving 
point to its remark that “their uniform would 
attract attention but would hardly be regarded as 
a model of military dress.”’ ‘General Miles himself 
wears buttons that do not glitter, boots that do not 
shine, a uniform the color and weight of which have 
been changed by many undisturbed deposits of 
dust. One spur is missing, and his trousers have 
been reinforced with buckskin, his hat is battered, 
and a soldier never had a better sun-tanned face.” 
Whether or not his soldiers do “thirteen dollars 
worth of fighting’? every month, “ po other men in 
the Government’s service,” Harper’s truthfully 
says, “‘so well earn their pay.” “The military ser- 
vice done by General Miles’s troops on the South- 
western border is as onerous and barren of oppor- 
tunities for achieving renown as ever fell to any 
soldiers in any land.’’ The play-day soldiers have 
all been rejected, or have deserted before this severe 
test of endurance and bravery has been reached, 
and if you were to ransack your whole philosophy 
for an explanation why these men endure such 
hardships without hope of military glory, and with- 
out chance of reward in money or in renown, you 
would find no better explanation than their own— 
“Oh, we like it!” 

The frontispiece of this number is an illustration 
of the rescue by Licut. P. H. Clarke, of the 10th Cav., 
of one of his colored soldiers, lying wounded in the 
open space, with “de Injuns,” asa trooper described 
it, “‘jes fairly ploughing up the groun’ wid bullets.” 
“It is deeds of unselfish bravery like this,” it says, 
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“when done on battlefields that whole armies are 
watcbing and war correspondeuts see, that make 
heroes of men for ali the worid toadmire. But the: 
admiration of bis comrades is as sweet to the trooper 
as praise in print could be; and sweeter than either 
is the feelang of having done a soldier’s duty. The 
love of such service and the satisfaction that comes 
of doing a dangerous duty bravely and generously 
are the same to the born soldier in the Southwestern 
mountains as on a battlefield thal will become his- 
toric; and this must be why these men love this 
hard hfe.” 








Tae new 8-inch Army steel gun is now on trial at 
Sandy Hook, and the results thus far are very sat- 
isfactory, as we learn from Captain Rozers Birnie, 
Acting Chief of Ordnance, and Captain Smith, who 
witnessed the trial last week. This trial shows the 
following results: 


Powder. Projectile. Muz. Vel. Pressures 
(1) 100 lbs.-Ger... 182 Ibs. 2,145 ft. 29,500 Ibse 
(2) 109 Ibs. Ger... 235 Ibs. 1,982 ft. 32,250 Ibs. 
(3) 100 lbs. DuP.. 235 ibs. 1,937 ft. 82,950 Iba. 
(4) 100 Ibs. Ger... 286 Lbs. 1,795 ft. 32 800 Ibs, 
(5) 100 Ibs. DuP.. 236 Lbs. 1,820 ft. 35.450 Ibs. 


Therounds numbered three and five were fired with 
DuPont's brown prismatic powder, the others with 
the German brown prismatic powder. Thirteen 
rounds were fired on the first trial, and a new grade 
of powder was ordered from the DuPonts, in the 
hope of producing still better results. If this proves 
satisfactory the gun will be subjected to the statu- 
tory test. The 8-inch gun was manufactured by the 
West Poiut Foundry, the tube aad jacket being ob- 
tained from Whitworth and the hoops and breech 
mechanism forgings from the Midvale Steel Works. 
The 8-inch naval gua, with 125 lbs. of powder and a 
projectile of 250 lbs., has an initial velocity of 2,075. 
The computed velocity of the Army gun, with a 286 
pound shot, was 1,825 feet, and the pressure 36,000 lbs, 
The results actually obtained with DuPont powder 
agree very nearly with this, and though the German 
powder gives a lower initial velocity it produces it 
with but ninety per cent. of the pressure estimated 
for. The Royal English Gun Factories, 9.2 in. wire 
gun, with a charge of 330 Ibs., and a projectile weigh- 
ing 380 Ibs. has a muzzle velocity of 2,520 feet, and an 
energy per ton of gun of 880 foot tons. The 9.2 inch 
Elswick wire gun with 200 lbs. of powder projectile (?)

THE plans and specifications for the new Army 
Building on the right hand side of Whitehall street, 
between Water and Front, have been prepared by 
Mr. Roswell D. Hatch, the architect, and received 
the approval of the Department. Work will be 
commenced on the superstructure as soon as the 
necessary pile-driving for a foundation has been 
finished. The plans show a handsome building of 
eight stories, fronting on Whitehall, Water, Front, 
and Moore streets, and occupying the whole block, 
It will be well lighted throughout witb large arched 
windows, and the elevation from the curb line on 
Whitehall street is 122 feet, while on each of the 
other fronts it is 112 feet. The frontage breadth on 
Whitenall street is 104 feet, and the same on Moore 
street, whileon Water street it is 92 feet, and on 
Pearl street 72 feet. The principal entrance to the 
buildiag is from Whitehall street through a hand- 
some arched doorway in the centre of the building, 
approached by a flight of stone steps and with an 
appropriate symbolical device in granite over the 
archway. A broad hall runs from the entrance 
straight across the building to another entrance on 
Moore street. There is to be a passenger elevator on 
the right band side of the ballway a little distance 
inside, and beyond that a freight elevator, while ad- 
joining the Moore street entrance is anotber freight 
elevator running to the third story. The first three 
floors of the building will be used for storage pur- 
poses. The remaining five floors are devoted to 
offices. 








Tue Board of Officers, consisting of Capt. J. W. 
Dillenback and Lieuts. H. L. Harris and A. Slaker, 
1st Art., recently appointed by Major-General How- 
ard to witness experiments with dynamite con- 
ducted by Mr. Graydon, met for that purpose at the 
Presidio of San Francisco August 10 and adjourned 
to Fort Point, where 26 lb. shells were loaded each 
with one pound of No. 1 Giant Powder and fired at 
the bald bluffs, 2,209 feet from Linn Point.

THE Baltimore Sun says: “The Naval Advisory 
Board, in carrying out the intention of the act which 
created it, made a report on the Atlanta, in which 
it was suggested that the vessel would never be 
brought to the rate of speed required by the con- 
tract until she had the advantages of trained fire- 
men. Secretary Whitney returned this report with 
a curt note, in which he informed the board that all 
he wished to know from it was whether, in its opin- 
ion, the failure of the Atlanta to reach the re- 
quired rate of speed during the recent trial trip was 
due to any neglect of the contractor. The members 
of the board replied thatin their opinion the con- 
tractor was not to blame. The Secretary.directed 
the board on or before Sept. 1 to take station at 
Chester, where work on the Chicago, the last of the 
steel cruisers, is progressing. The ckange will save 
considerable mileage, but will remove from Wash- 
ington several bright lights of society. One reason 
for the removal of the Advisory Board is that the 
Navy Department is rather crowded, and the rooms 
now occupied by it are desired for the accommoda- 
tion of the Walker Board on additional cruisers.” 
Another reason for the change is that at Chester 
closer supervision can be given to the work on the 
Chicago and consultation with the inspectors and 
other officers more readily had without the expense 
and delay attending the other arrangement. It 
will not be many months before the Board is dis- 
solved. Its work in connection with the Boston and 
Atlanta is now practically over and by the Ist of the 
year the Chicago ought to be completed. Her ma- 
chinery will be ready for trial on Octoberl. Asst. 
Navat Constructor Bowles, having been detavhed 
from the Board, will probably be succeeded by 
Assistant Naval Constructor Gatewood who, being 
in Chester, can perform the duties as recorder with- 
out interference with his present duties. 








A very interesting engineering fact is found in 
the recent history of tunnelling on the new Croton 
aqueduct. O’Brien and Clark, May 18, offered a 
prize of $300 to their section gangs who, between 
the 25th of May and 25th of June, completed the 
greatest number of lineal feet of tunnel in the most 
satisfactory manner; and $200 to the next best. The 
$300 prize was won by the gang of shaft 1814, section 
9, allowance being made for bad ground and tim- 
bering needed. The record made is extraordinary, 
as follows, for asection 20 feet 10 inches by 18 feet 
driven, without timber, ete. :

This unrivalled tunnelling record was accom- 
plished with three No. 13 Rand Slugger drills and 
two No. 3: Rand Little Giant drills. At shaft 13 of 
Messrs. Rodgers and Co., and under immediate 
supervision of Walking Boss Pat Kelly, the Rand 
drills drove 277 feet of heading alone.

FROM THE RiO GRANDE, 


A DESPATCH from El Paso says: *“ El Paso and 
Paso del Norte are two of the quictest cities to be 
found. There are 300 soldiers doing police duty at 
Paso del Norte, but the Mexicans are sitting around 
saloons in utter ignorance of any war feeling. There 
is more evidence of hfe and animation on the 
American side of the river, as is natural for the 
more bustling Yankees, but no war talk is indulged 
in or thought of. The war is all further away, in 
Kansas, Missouri and New Mexico, where war is 
wanted by certain classes for speculative purposes.” 

Colonel Royall, commanding the 4th Cavalry, a 
portion of which is operating in Mexico against the 
Apaches, is reported from Washington as saying 
that the Mexican troops have been co-operating 
with our forces in the present campaign with the 
greatest cordiality. 

“Among the men whom the National Govern- 
ment of Mexico has most to fear,” says a Fort 
Worth despatch to the New York Times, *‘ are Gov. 
Trebino and Gen. Naranjo. They, with a little 
group of wealthy followers, comprising not more 
than 20 men, have long wielded an almost irresistible 
influence in the States north of the Sierra Madre 
Mourtains, notably in Tamaulipas, Coahuila, Nueva 
Leon, and Chihuahua. This territory contains only 
a small portion of the better people of Mexico, and 
from there comes all our trouble. Both the Gon- 
zales and the Diaz Adwministration sought to hold 
this syndicate friendly, and to that end Trebino and 
Naranjo have in turn been given the position of 
Secretary of War in the Mexican Cabinet—one of 
the best positions in the Government.” 

A despatch of Aug. 29 from Laredo says: ‘News 
having n received that the Mexican authorities 
bad fortified a small town some fifty miles up the 
river, called Pan, and placed a detachment of sixty 
troops there, the commandant of Fort McIntosh, 
Col. Bernard, detailed a detachment of twenty men, 
who left yesterday, and will remain for tho present 
at Palafox, opposite Pan, on this side of the river, 
as rumors bad arrived that the Mexicans had crossed 
the river to this side. Palafox isa deserted mining 
town, with but few inhabitants, but large ranches 
are adjacent to it and could easily be plundered.”’

IN PASO DEL NORTE. 


The barracks in Paso del Norte are situated about 
500 yards from an old church, and are composed of 
heavy adobe walls, in which two or three companies 
of regular infant rendezvous. It is in this fort 
that Cutting probably has been confined.

THE 4400 TON CRUISER. 


























WE give here an illustration of the new Spanish 
cruiser which, as we stated last week, furnishes the 
model for the designs adopted for the 4,500-ton 
cruiser for which proposals will be asked. The de- 
scription of the vessel called for is as follows: 

Length between perpendiculars, 315 ft.; length 
over all, 335 ft.; beam extreme, 48 ft, 8 in.; draft, 
forward, 18 ft.; aft, 21 ft.; mean, 19 ft. 6 1n.; depth, 
33 ft. 6in.; load displacement, ordinary draught, 4,400 
tons; I. H. P.. 10,500, forced combust'on; twin screws, 
estimated speed 19 knots. 

The ship has two military masts; no sail power 
except storm sail; coal capacity about 900 tons, 
Complement of men is 320. 

The main battery consists of four 8-inch and six 
6 inch breech-loading rifles. Thesecondary battery 
eight 57 mm. single shot Hotchkiss guns, two 37 mm. 
revolver macbine guns, and one short Gatling. 

The bull will be constructed of steel throughout, 
with double bottom running the entire length of the 
machinery space, or 150 ft. Throughout the length 
of the double bottom the ship is constructed on the 
bracket system or combination of the longitudinal 
and transverse systems. Before and abaft the 
double bottom the framing is of Z bars; the 
frames in the double bottom are spaced 43 inches 
between centres; before and abaft these points the 
spaving is 36 inches. 

The outer plating varies from 30 Ibs. to 174¢ Ibs., 
the ordinary weight being 20 Ibs. per square foot. 

The machinery, magazines, shell-rooms, torpedo- 
roonis, and steeting-gear are placed below an uar- 
mored deck, which is 4 in. thick on its sloping sides, 
and 2 in. on the horizontal pas midships. The 
ouver edge of this deck is 4 ft. below the load line, 
rising to 1 ft. above the load line at the horizontal 
part midships. All the openings in this deck to ma- 
chinery spaces, magazines, shell-rooms, etc., are 
protected by coffer-dams. Above the protective 
deck the machinery is still turtber protected vy side 
belts of coal 10 ft. in thickness, averaging § ft. in 
depth, extending from the skin of the vessel in- 
board; while below this deck a similar belt » pro- 
vided, 7 ft. in thickness. 

The vessel is what is called a pore and forecastle 
decked — with open gun-deck. The battery will 
be mounted in sponsons on central pivot carriages 
supporting segmertal shields 2 in. in thickness ; 
two 8in. guns on the poop; two 8 in. guns on the 
forecastle decks, with the 6 in. guns mounted in the 
intervening space on the gun-deck. Two 8 in. guns 
and two 6in. guns will concentrate within 100 ft. of 
bow or stern, while either 6 in. broadside can be 
concentrated within 100 ft. of the ship’s side. 

The vessel will be provided with five above-water 
torpedo-launching tubes, electric search-lights, in- 
candescent lighting apparatus for a the ship, 
and a complete system of exhaust ventilation for 
living spaces in connection with the system for 
forced combustion. 

The protective deck will be carried down to 
Strengthen the ram-shaped bow, which will be 
thoroughly stiffened and strengthened for ramming 
Purposes. 

_The hull will be divided mto numerous water- 
tight compartments by means of longitudinal and 
transverse bulkheads. 

The motive-power will be derived from two sets 
(each in a water-tight compartment) of triple ex- 
pansion engines in connection with four double- 
ended boilers about 14 feet in diameter. 

The engines will be capable of developing 10,500 
I. H. P., with forced draught. 


We add a description of the original vessel as de- 
signed for the Spanish Government. 


Principal dimensions.—Length, 300 feet; moulded 
breadth, 50 ft; moulded depth, 31 ft. 6 inches; mean 
draught, 20 feet; displacement, 4,300 tons. The hull 
will be of steel, unsheathed, with cellular double 
bottom under engines and boilers, the sides, how- 
ever, being single above the floor, and the hold will 
be divided by eleven complete transverse bulkheads 
and several partial ones into many watertight com- 
partments. The protective deck will be unusually 
Strong, 43% inches on sloping part and 3 inches at 
crown over engines, boilers, and m ines; before 
and abaft these spaces it will be 3% and 2 inches in 
thickness. The space between the main deck and 
Protective deck will be minutely subdivided into 
Coffer dams and compartments for coal, stores, and

DEAR SrR : I acknowledge with sincere thanks the receipt 
of an invitation on behalf of the General Committee of Ar- 
rangements to attend the twentieth national encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, to be held at the city of 
San Francisco during the first week of August next. I de- 
sire also to express my admiration for the means by which 
the invitation was transmitted, which, by the unusual 
beauty of its design, enables me to always peruse a valuable 
souvenir of the thoughtfulness and consideration of the 
committee. 

I regret exceedingly that official duties, just at this time 
unusually exacting, will not allow me to be present at the 
encampment. 

Please convey to those in attendance ~y earnest wish that 
the occasion may strengthen the friendship and kind rela- 
taons of those who by participation in danger became com- 
rades, and that it may tend to the preservation of their com- 


mon interests. 

The Nation's titude to the soldiers of its wars should 
never wane or , but its manifestation should rest 
upon motives worthy of the subject, and should be charac- 
terized by fairness and impartiality. 

I am sure the Grand Army of the Republic asks no more 
than this, and while it may well regard with watchful care

The log of 
the Warren shows that on the 22d the Collingwood was off 
the harbor; she came in and anchored un the , and on the 
25th, at meridian, again got under weigh and went to sea. On 
May 19 the Gene went to sea, followed on the 20th by the 
Levant and Erie. 

Commo. Sloat repurts that on June 7 he received informa- 
tion thata state of war existed between Mexico and the 
United States; that he sailed on the following day, the 8th, 
for the coast of California to carry out the orders of June 
24, 1845, leaving the Warren at Mazatlan to take him any des- 
patches or important informat:on that might reach there. 

There is nothing in the log books or report to show that 
the Savannah was followed or watched by the Collingwood. 
The Savannah arrived at Monterey on July 2, finding the 
Cyaneand Levantin port. On the 7th, the commandant 
having declined to surrender the place, a force was landed 
and was taken. The Collingwood, with Rear Ad- 
miral Sir George Francis Seymour on board, arrived on the 
16th, when the usual tender of courtesies and the facilities of 
the port were offered. The Collingwood was subsequently 
furnished with a setof top-gallant mastsand other spars, 
and sailed on the 234 for the Sandwich Islands. 

The report says: “The visit of the Admiral was very ser- 
viceable to our cause in California, as the inhabitants fully 
believed he would take part with them, and that we would 
be obliged to abandon our conquest; but when they saw the 
friendly intercourse subsisting between us and found that 
he could not interfere in their behalf, they abandoned all 
hope of ever seeing the Mexican flag fly in California Wg 

But there ‘s nothing to show that the English Admiral 
said that he should have taken possession of California in the 
name of Great Britain if Commodore Sloat had not already 
taken possession in the name of the United States. 

The Cyane and Levant went directly from Mazatlan to 
Monterey, the Cyane arriving June 20, the Levant arriving 
July 1. The Erie went to Honolulu and afterwards to San 
Francisco. 

A report has been current in our Navy that the English in- 
tended taking ion of California, and were only pre- 
vented by the fact of finding the United States in posses- 
sion, but I can find nothing official in support of this.

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CHARGES AGAINST NAVAL OFFICERS, 


Ir we are to believe the New York World, “ there 
is about to be an outbreak between the State and 
Navy Departments, growing out of the official con- 
duct of Naval officers at Capetown, on the southeast 
coast of Africa, mention of which appeared not long 
since in the World, based upon the reports of Consul 
Siler to the State Department.” 

According to this authority, Mr. A. C. Stevens has 
arrived direct from Capetown with a long sy A for 
the Navy Department with reference to the busi- 
ness methods of his former employer, a broker, 
Joseph Grady. Stevens asserts that Grady, who 
never owned a hundred dollars’ worth of goods in 
his life, was always given the contracts in prefer- 
ence to ae firms who had on haud the goods and 
could furnish them much chenper than could Grady 
or avy other broker who was compelled to buy 
from the wholesale stores. 

The World says: “Other and more reputable 
dealers have attempted to make propositions to the 
officers offering to furnish the supplies 25 and 75 per 
cent. lower than the prices paid to Grady, but none 
of them were ever considered. In some eases Grady, 
according to Stephens’s statement, charged as high 
as 300 per cent. more than the market value of the 
articles. Mr. Stephens says these things have been 
going on for the past five or six yeare by the officers 
of the Pensacola, Brooklyn, Essex, Marion, Enter- 
prise, Juniata and Lancaster, all_of which have 
procured supplies at this point. The law provides 
that each vessel shall advertise for bids before let- 
ting the contract, but Mr. Stephens says this was 
never done. The Consul at Cape Town has been so 
harassed by the merchants aes complaints of 
what is supposed to be disreputable conduct upon 
the part of the American officers that heis trying 
t» have it broken up. 

“The Navy Depurtment, however, are not in- 
clined to believe the reports, and chink the State 
Departrent is going beyond its jurisdiction in hunt- 
ing down those connected with the Navy. Consul 
Siler has a great deal more evidence. He proposes 
to submit this before he returns to his post, which 
he thinks will cause a court-martial to be called and 
sent to Cape Town, when the matter will be fully 
investigated. It is claimed by the citizens of Cape 
Town tbat the Naval officers are robbing the Gov- 
ernment, and this, Mr. Siler thinks, is also true by 
Grady dividivg bis enormous profits with them.” 

The World reports Colonel Remey, Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy Department, as saying: 
“If the charges are true, the Navy Department is 
more anxious thau apy other branch of the Gov- 
ernment to be informed of it. We want to be 
thoroughly satisfied of the truth of the charges be- 
fore we go to the expense of sendiug out a court- 
martial. So far there has been but one side of the 
controversy presented to the Department, and be- 
fore authorizing an investigation it is necessary to 
know somethiug from the officers themselves. en 
this is furnished it will then be the wish of the De- 
partment to proceed as it may think best. Weare 
anxious that all the charges that are to be made 
shall be placed on file as soon as possible.” 


THE WAMPANOAG, INCONSTANT, ETC. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As YOUR correspondent, “‘ Observer,” on page 35 of 
your issue of August 7, seems anxious for informa- 
tion regarding the Wampanoag and her famous trial 
trip, I cite some extracts from a letter written by 
the Chief Engineer of tbe vessel on that occasion to 
his fmend, Chief Engineer Robert Danby, imme- 
diately after the trial. I have restricted the ex- 
tracts, which have never before been published, to 
the parts relating to the vessel and machinery, in or- 
der to occupy as litule of your space as possible. 
WAMPANOAG, HAMPTON Roaps, VA., Feb. 17, 1868. 
Chief Engr. Robert Danby, U. S. N., Navy-yard, New York: 

DEAR DANBY: We have just arrived here after avery 
splendid trial of 38 hours; the average speed during that 
time being 16.66 knots per hour. For hours we made 17 
knots, or 407% knots for thore 24 hours, the best steaming on 
record. In 3] hours after leaving Sandy Hook, we were off 
Charleston Harbor, 8.C. During the economic trial of IL 
knots for 48 consecutive hours, which wrs terminated bya 
gale of wind in 244% hours, we developed a horse-power for 
2.4 pounds of ccal per hour, the speed of the vessel ng ie 
knots per hour, and the daily consumption of coal being 
tons. Asasea boat she is very easy, and the engine when 
slowed down cannot be heard working in the wari room, 
and in the engi1e room there is not any sign of racing. 


The following are the average speeds of the vessel as’sent 

to the engine room by the officer of the deck. 

Average speed of ship for 38 consecutive hours, Si page. 
7 . 7 7 i - 
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' The engine is in tip top condition, and I would like to race 
her against either the Scotia, Ville de Paris, or Periere; I think 
that we would astonish them some. We made and main- 
tained a very good vacuum this time and had just enough 
steam, average pressure being about 32 pounds. ‘The weather 
was very pleasant, and the sea quite smooth, at least 1t was 
notrough, The winds were light, the strongest wind was 
logged at four and the lightest at one. The ventilators were 
trimmed ahead, as we outstripped whatever wind there was. 
No sail was set during the full power trial. 
Truly your friend, 
JouN 8. ALBERT. 

From the above extracts “Observer” may learn 
that the Wampanoag after her trial wasin as good 
a condition as before it. The vessel was built at the 
New York Navy-yard, with live oak frames, iron 
diagonal bracing, etc., and was in all respects as 
strong a nautical structure as was possible to be 
made of wood, copper and iron, and under the 
severest strains proved always perfectly rigid. He 
willalso learn that the machinery did its unequalled 
work very easily; neither picked fuel nor picked 
firemen were used. 

The hinge wer ne was a wooden vessel of about 
4,000 tons displacement, and went upon her trial 
with all her weights in, fully equipped for a cruise, 


and at ber deep load draught of water. She was 
not only afull powered steamer, but a full powered 
sailing vessel, and (together with others of her class 


having duplicate machinery) was the only “ cruiser” 
the American Navy ever possessed, or 1s likely to 
possess for a long time to come. 

The British war steamer Inconstant, referred to 
by “Observer” in comparison, was built after and 


‘ment of Penn. 


in competition with the Wampanoag, the avowed 
purpose being to produce a more formidable vessel 
with a higher rate of speed, to secure which a much 
larger displacement was taken. She was designed 
by Sir Edward J. Reed, a naval architect of the 
loftiest reputation, and. the machinery was designed 
and built by the celebrated engineering establish - 
if there be anything in parentage, 
she had the advantage of the greatest names. She 
had an iron hull sheathed with wood and coppered, 
and was of 5,782 tons deep load displacement. Like 
the Wampanoag, she, too, was vot only a full pow- 
ered steamer but a full powered sailing vessel. Not 
the slightest alteration was ever made inthe Wam- 
panoag, whose trim, stability, and nautical) qualities 
were from the first all that could be desired, while 
the Inconstant was found to require, after ber trials, 

180 tons of ballast to be placed along her kelsons to 
give her the necessary stability. The vessel was 
“crank,” very much by the stern, carried all her 
movable weights forward, aud “stayed”? and 
“wore” badly. The difference in the ** endurance” 
of the two vessels was as strongly marked: the 
Wampanoag carried 750 tons of coal in her bunkers, 
while the Inconstant carried but €00 tons, notwith- 
standing her much greater displacement. 

_ When completed, the {nconstant was tried at her 
light draught of water, about 450 tons of weight be- 
ing left out. She was tried with picked “naviga- 
tion” coal, the finest steam producivg coal in the 
world, and with picked firemen from the naval re- 
serve, according to the British Navy system. Under 
these conditions her full power trial consisted m 
actually running over the whole of six sea miles in 
smooth water, aud the resulting speed was declared 
to be 16.612—she needs all the fractions—sea miles 
per hour. Had she, like the Wampanoag, been tried 
at her deep load draught of water, and had the trial 
been for 38 consecutive hours at sea, corering a dis- 
tance of 634 sea miles instead of 6 miles, and had she 
been steamed with ordinary coal and firemen, does 
any person acquainted with such subjects imagine 
that her speed would have averaged 15 miles per 
hour? Under the most favorable conditions for the 
Inconstant her speed of 16.512 miles must be placed 
against the 18 miles of the Wumpanoag maintained 
for half an hour. Furthermore, every person ac- 

uainted with such subjects knows that the larger 
the vessel the greater the speed with the same pro- 
peace of power to displacement. and that the 

7ampanoag is entitled, in the speed comparison, to 
a very large allowance in her favor for the large 
difference in the displacements of the two vessels. 
If a just allowancein this respect be made, the su- 
periority of the Wampanoag would appear im- 
mense, for the speed values compare as their cubes 
and not in their direct ratio. When tonnageis taken 
into consideration, the Wampanoag was not only 
ipimeasurably the fastest steamer of her day (nearly 
20 years since she was designed), but she remains to 
this hour very much the fastest steamer that has 
ever floated, naval or merchant, under proper com- 
parable conditions. 

Nevertheless, the Inconstant is a superb vessel, and 
worthy of all praise. More fortunate than her rival 
in being constructed of iron instead of wood, she 
has been able to outlive detraction, but a great 
many years elapsed after ber trial before she was 
allowed to make a cruise, being laid up in ordinary 
while very inferior vessels were in constant use. 
Her designer. a man of genius, of extensive acquire- 
ments in all departments of human knowledge, and 

ossessing great independence of churacter, was 

orced out of office by the opposition and aw 
of the officers of the Navy, and as much of his wor 
as possible was consigned to obscurity. 

For very similar reasons, the Wampanoag was put 
out of commission immediately after her trial, and 
never permitted to make a cruise. Her success had 
been toe great to be forgiven, and her rare qualities 
have always been carped at with spite and belittled 
witbout knowledge ~ 4 those who belong to the class 
of naval officers which has evidently the honor to 
include ‘* Observer.”

THE QUESTION OF NATIONAL DEFENCE. 
To the Editor of the Boston Journal: 


AFTER reading the article published in your Sat- 
urday issue on ‘“‘ Our Defenceless Coast,” with head 
hues “‘Some Facts of Tnoterest,’’ [ bee to suggest that 
other facts of equal interest should be presented to 
your readers to enable them to forma balanced 
judgment as to the merits of this important ques- 
tion. You state that the most powerful gun we had 
in 1860 was a vast iron gun of some 2,000 foot-tons 
muzzle energy. You should also state that we now 
have a cast iron breech-loading rifle, which has de- 
veloped some 19,000 foot-tons muzzle energy, or 
nearly tenfold greater than the gun of 1860. You 
state that the modern steel rifles have a muzzle en- 
ergy ranging from 20,000 to 35,000 and 40,000, and 
even 61,000 foot-tons muzzle energy. You should 
also explain that no one of these modern steel rifles 
has passed beyond the experimental stage—that is 
to say, that no one of them, either in Germany or 
France or Italy or England, bas ever been fired 
rounds enough to demonstrate that it is a safe and 
reliable weapon for service. No steel rifle in Eu- 
rope, of calibre as large as 12 mches, has ever been 
fired 200 rounds. This statement will seem incredi- 
ble to most of your readers, but you will find it to 
to betrue. England, relying upon ber military ex- 
perts, has blindly invested millions in modern bigh- 
pe} guns (so calied). These guns were designed 

y officials of the highest scientific attainments, and, 
no doubt, after much high-power mathematical cal- 
culation—in fact, the eminence of the designer was 
so satisfactory, and the mathematics so deep and 
searching, that it was thought not worth while to 
delay the work to satisfy <= beggarly doubts as to 
the question of endurance. it turns out, however, 
that these guns now being put in service are break- 
ing rigbt and left. Gunpowder seems to have no re- 
spect whatever for all this eminent expert merit; 
and John Bullis now figuring up the real value of 
his gun investment, with mutterings deep and long. 
The last number of the Admiralty Gazette tells us 
that on July 2 last it was discovered that two of the 
38-ton guns of the Ajax were disabled and rendered 
unfit for further service, their tubes having cracked, 
and on July 9 the whole four were found to be disa- 
bled. ‘ England,” it says, *‘has not a single gun on 
which to rely in case of need. Those on board the 





Colossus, guns of the latest pattern, dare not be 





used, and have been ordered not to be fired. We 
dare not at this momeut engage ina war witha 
foreign naval power, and Russia, aware of the fact, 
tears up the treaty of Berlin as she did that of Panis 
in 1870.” ; 

Some writer says that Englishmen do not like to 
think, but prefer to follow the bell-wether and take 
their chances. Americans, probably, inherit this 
characteristic. And so we find Gen. Hawley de- 
manding of Congress an appropriation of 36,000,000 
to enable the Ordnance Department to contract 
with some steel manufacturer for 10,000 tons of 
heavy steel forgings. Now, a little thought would 
have shown him the propriety of finding some heavy 
steel gun that had shown satisfactory endurance 
before committing this Government to an expendi- 
ture of $6,000,000 upon a type of gun that is now of 
questionable strength, to say the least.

THE HARBOR CONTROVERSY. 
To the Editor of the New York:Times: 


I AM glad to see thatthe course recommended by me ina 
aot unfriendly correspondence which has recently passe 1 be- 
tween the Chairman of the New York Harbor Committee 
and myself is to be followed, and the further discussion of 
the New York Harbor Commission question is to be made 
before bodies entitled to act upon it. It is evident that we 
do not understand English in the same way, and it is best, 
therefore, that the letters that have passed upon the subject 
be left to speak for themselves. 

There are two points, however, about which I do not wish 
the public to be left in doubt. In_ the first place, there is no 
quarrel between me and the merchants and the Chamber of 
Commerce of the city of New York, for whom I have the 
highest respect, although the attempt is made to make it 
appear so. My knowledge of the movement that was being 
made to push the Harbor Commission bill through was de- 
rived from a member of the Chamber of Commerce who was 
himself opposed to it, and my letter to the River and Harbor 
Committee of the House asking them to defer action upon it 
until a free discussion of it could be had was made upon the 
ground that the opponents of the measure had never had an 
opportupvity of being heard either before the Chamber of 
Commerce or the Congressional committees. This certainly 
is not factious opposition. Second—That letter wus my own 
alone, written hastily upon the arrival at Sharon on Satur- 
day of the morning papers containing an account of the dis- 
cussion of the matter before the Congressional committee, 
and mailed in time to reach ‘Washington on Monday morn- 
ing, and not another sou! in or out of the Corps of Engineers 
knew anything about it until it reached its destination. The 
Co is in no way responsible for this and should not be 
Lrought into the controversy. 

Finally, let it be norne in mind tliat the fieht has been 
about the Harbor Commission, and not at all about the 
Harbor improvement, although these two independent 
matters seem to have bocome inextricably mixed up m 
some of the letters which have passed—notably in the last 
one—only one-eighth of which is devoted to the original 
issue, the remainder being devoted to a discussion of the 
proposed plan of improvement. That is wellenough. The 
plan ought to be discussed freely and fully, as it was ex- 

ected that it would be, and I for one shall be very gladif a 

tter and cheaper method of securing the end desired can be 
found than by the means proposed. I am unable tosce the 
force of the objections to it made by the Chairman of the 
Harbor Committee, nor do I see that the execution of the 

lan involves necessarily the closing of the channels to which 

e refers. In the meanwhile the appropriation has been made 
under the approval of the Chamber of Commerce, and as it 
is to be expended under a project yet to be approved there 
will he abundant opportunity for every one who wishes to 
do so to present his views upon the subject.

USE OF MILITARY TITLES. 


EveERY one will rejoice that the active and the 

veteran members of the 7th N. Y. Regiment have 
smoked the pipe of peace, and are now on the trail 
together after the common enemy, instead of divid- 
ing their forces in profitless disputes. The agree- 
ment arrived at by Col. Clark, representing the act- 
ive members of the 7th, and Col. Winchester, as the 
representative of the veterans, does credit to the 
good sense and the good feeling of both these gen- 
tlemen. And “Colonel” Winchester, he will con- 
tinue to be called by those who kuow him, for the 
title to them represents their appreciation of those 
qualities which have made him so popular with the 
veterans, and led to his selection to preside over 
their organization. At the sametimeit is under- 
stood, we believe, that the veterans are to choose 
some other title for their presiding officer than a 
military one, thus following the usage prevailing in 
the organizations of officers and ex-officers who 
served in the late war. As head of the Military 
Order, Grant, Farragut and Hancock bore the title 
of “Commander,” and the two officials immediately 
following each of them in order, that of ‘““Vice-Com- 
mander,” senior and junior. There is an obvious 
impropriety, which all military men recognize, in 
bestowing the titles of their profession in any way 
except that distinctly recognized by law. Indeed, 
the practice of continuing to use asa matter of cour- 
tesy the title Unce borne as a matter of right 1s car- 
ried too far; leads to confusion which is annoy- 
ing, to say the least, and may lead to abuse. We 
are much too careless about this in this country, 
and Congress bas to a certain extent sanctioned the 
custom by enacting that ex-officers of volunteers 
can, on occasions of ceremony, wear the uniform 
and use the title of their highest brevet rank. But 
even for them to insist upon this right does not seem 
in the best of taste, as it associates them with a pro- 
fession whose functions they ceased to exercise 
nearly a quarter of acentury ago. To an officer of 
the Regular Army, who struggles through a life time 
from grade to grade, in doubt which title will come 
to bim first—that of ‘‘captain ” or “‘ grandfather ’’— 
it is not pleasant to see what costs him so much held 
s0 cheap by others. He feels like one of his class 
who told us that after being without rations on one 
oecasion for three days he could never thereafter 
see a morsel of food wasted without a pang. As the 
war recedes, and its experience grows dimmer, it 
seems increasingly necessary to give heed to mat- 
ters unimportant, except for the necessity of keep- 
ing in mind the fact that the military profession 
is one distinct in itself, and the one of all which re. 
quires the most exact and the most constant train- 
ing and practice. It is not civilians alone who for- 
get this. There are too many officers who seem 
content to rest upon past achievement instead of 
present attainment. 


THE NEW YORK NATIONAL GUARD. 


As we have already said there is one logical result 
that should follow the changes made ia the organi- 
zation of the National Guard of New York; that is, 
the reduction of the rank of the Adjutant General 
to that of Colonel, and a corresponding reduction in 
the staff. No one will be quicker to see this than the 
present efficient Adjutant General, Gen. Porter, and 
We are assured that he will at the proper time make 
the necessary recommendation fora change in the 
Code. Gen. Molineux, we observe, objects to G. O. 
No. 21, on legal ground, for reasons which have been 
sufficiently set forth through the publication by the 
daily papers of his letter addressed to the Governor. 
7eneral Molineux's first point is that G. O. No. 21 18 
“coutrary to thespirit of the Constitution, inasmuch 
as it relieves the highest officers known in the Ser- 
vice from the necessity of confirmation by the Sen- 
ate,” and entirely ignores the mode prescribed by 
the Military Code for rendering geueral officers 
supernumerary, and by depriving an officer of his 
commission without process of law undertakes to 
exercise a power which is not existant. Concluding 
he says: 

The first principles of instruction to militia are obedience 
to the law and civil authority and that military authority is 
subordinate tothem. The tirst principles of military discip- 
line is exact obedience to the rules, regulations and laws 
governing the armed force. General Orders No, 21 appears 
to me to be little calculated to inculcate these principles, or 
toimprove discipline and good order, not because the ob- 
ject aimed at in the concentration of the force is unwise, but 
that the manner in which it is attempted fails of due regard 
for the law and the constitution, and is calculated to sweep 
away the last vestige of the value of a commission of the 

tate of New York. I have forwarded, through official 
channels,‘my resignation of an office received trom your 
Predecessor and confirmed by the Senate, thereby taking 
the questions herein presented out of all relation to my indi- 
Vidual rights of commission. 

General Molineux holds that as “‘ there are officers 
already commissioned to command the Ist, 2d, 3d 
and 4th Brigades of the National Guard of the State 
of New York, and if they have not been legally 
rendered supernumerary their authority seems to 

| ample to assume command of the reorganized 
brigades bearing the same numerical designation, 
no matter what changes may have been effected in 
the military units of which they are composed.” 

€ are surprised to find an officer of so much ex- 
perience overlooking the well-established military 
principle that rank and command do not necessarily 
&0 together, or, as it is expressed in the Army Re- 
fulations, “ Without orders from competent author- 
ty, an officer cannot put himself on duty by virtue 
of his commission alone.” 


THE 74TH V. THE 8TH AT CAMP. 


Cot. BLoomer, of the 74th, with regard to our ar- 
ticle on the week's camp duty when he was serving 
at Peekskill in conjunction with the 8th, says: 

Ordivarily lam very ** thick skinned " about criticism and 
take it as it comes without comment, but I feel that your 
article, while in the main a very fair one, needs a reply, be- 
cause in some of your statements you are hardly correct as 
to facts. Yousay that the applause arose from “a spirit of 
rivalry or jealousy,” when as a matter of fact it was com- 
menced by the 8th, in a spirit of extreme friendliness, at our 
first guard mount and was kept by each organization when 
the other was going througha ceremony. It wus hardly the 
proper thing tor Col. Seott or myself to stop it, because of 
the criticism tbat it would draw from the other organiza- 
tion, and as the post commander took the same view of it, 
he concluded tbat a direction from him was the proper thing 
and issued it accordingly. 

In criticizing the Eighth’s first guard-mount, you say that 
“there has been no organization bere which did not become 
mixed up in the same manner,” etc. Now I beg to differ with 
you: our firet guard was marched on in a clean, even man- 
ner. The Ist sergeants did know what to do, and where 
to go, and the guard instructor, Lieut. Thurston, was kind 
enough to say that it was a most excellent ceremony. It 
seems to we that your article hardly did us justice in that 
respect. 

The next matter is a personal one, and hnowing your 
friendliness to me, I am quite sure that you are laboring un- 
der a misapprehension of the facts. The Post Adjutant 

ointed out to Col. Scott and myself where tne right of the 
fine would rest and where the lett (between a tree and clump 
of bushes.) When I marched my regiment on I saw that the 
8th was behind the line, and not to move twice I marched 
forward until [ was about three yards behind the imaginary 
line, hulted and waited for the 8th to dress and when they 
did I dressed on them. If I had been instructed to simply 
form on the left of the &th then your remark would apply, 
but having been told just where to form, I think I was = 
tified in moving to that point at once. 

I can see no reason vy by should endeavor to better the 
numerical showivg of the &th all through your article by 
belittling ours. We had 76 per cent. of our men present. 
How much better did they do? But you say “ we are well 
situated and snugly quartered.” Thisisall granted. We 
have been since the 8th of March, and before that we were 
as bad, if not worse, than the 8th. In fact, Gen. Porter will 
tell you that he was very reluctant to order us to the camp 
this year because we were in such bad shape, and thought 
that we ought to put in ascason in our new armory before 
going to camp; and the two organizations being so nearly 
equal as far as their circumstances were concerned, I don’t 
think yov treat us fairly by carrying the impression all 
through your article that we were so much better prepared 
than they. Now as to company drills. Major Stacpole 
stated to me after the first company drill that he inspected 
that he had no criticism to make, and that the mistakes 
made were so trifling as not to be waa = of report. and he 
so reported to the post commander. thought my men 
more in need of instruction in skirmishing, which they have 
not drilled (although you say — have, a pretty hard mat- 
ter in a drill room 40 by 80), than the Seoomeany drill, and 
paiticularly so after Major Stacpole’s report, so I devoted 
a great di of time to it,and I think with benefit to the 
ey 

don’t want to weary you,and think I have touched 
enough points to demonstrate that you did not do us entire 
justice. I am in full sympathy with you in your praise of 
the &th Regiment. No better body of men ever marched 
into the State cainp, and no better man or soldier than Geo. 
D. Scott exists, and I was more than pleased to see his regi- 
ment so far outstrip all our expectations, and I trust that 
he may soon be quartered in an armory that his energy and 
yluck under discouraging circumstances more than deserve. 
bis letter is written in entire friendliness, and you may use 
it or not, just as you please, At — A rate I should be glad to 
hear from you on the points I mention. 

We publish this letter in justice to Col. Bloomer, 

but our report hardly called for it or anything of 
the sort. We condemned the clapping of hands in 
both organizations as an unmulitary practice, and 
have always done so. Whatever Col. Bloomer’s 
reasons may have been when he asked as to his line 
of dress on the 5th of July, we or any other out- 
sider do not know, but the inquiry seemed deci- 
dedly superfiuous at the time. Our report as to the 
numerical showing of the 8ib, as can be seen from 
the official figures, was as near to the facts as could 
be ascertained at the time, and we certainly had no 
intention of * belittling” the 74th—in fact, we are 
always anxious to point out any point in favor of 
any organization, ana especially the 74th. Our re- 
port as to company drills was more with regard to 
skirmishing than any other manoeuvres, aud there 
was not an organization ou the field this year that 
did not show very marked deficiency in this very 
respect, nor was the ceremony of guard mounting 
ever pertormed correctly, especially in the beginping 
of the week. If Col. Bloomer claims that that of 
his guard details on the occasion referred to was au 
exception, he is mistaken, although there may have 
been worse ceremonies on the ground. We recog- 
nize that he bad trouble so far as an armory was 
concerned, but that trouble ceased to exist so 
long before the camp as to be out of place as 
an excuse for any regimental shortcoming on com- 
pany drill. Our report was fair, and our statement 
that the 74th did well ought to be satisfactory, but 
they were by no means perfect. Comparisons be- 
tween regiments serving together should not be 
made, and our article did not intend anything of 
the sort.

POSSIBLE WAR WITH MEXICO. 


THE peremptory character of Secretary Bayard’s 
despatch, demanding the release of Editor Cutting 
of the Mexican Government, contrasted with his far 
more politic manner of addressing the British Gov- 
ernment anent the Canadian fisheries dispute, is at- 
tracting a good dealof attention in business circles, 
and the belief is entertained in some quarters that a 
war may result in the Southwest. 

Colonel Wm. C. Church, of the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, said to the writer that he knew there were 
powerful influences at work in Mexico as well as in 
this country for a war. There are mining, ranch, 
eatt'e and other interests in Mexico which would 
like tu see a war so that the United States could ac- 
quire the four northern States of that Republic. It 
would add immensely to the value of mineral, agri- 
cultural and railway property should these States be 
added to the American Union. There are insuper- 
able difficulties in acquiring them peacefully. No 
Mexican Goverument would be tolerated which 
would agree to sell any portion of Mexican soil, nor 
would it be possible to get an American Congress to 
offer any large sum for acquisition, which would 
benefit only some Mexicans, a few American adven- 
turers and the people living on our Southwest bor- 
der. So to acquire these desirable States a warlike 
conflict is to be brought about. “It is civilians,” 
ecoutinued Col. Church, “who are most apt te plunge 
nations into war. Peace is better assured when a 
man like Grant is at the head of the Government. If 
he had made a peremptory demand for the release 
of Cutting, as did Secretary Bayurd a month ago, 
Editor Cutting would be on our soil by this time or 
our troops would have crossed the Rio Grande.* But 
Civilian Bayard uses big words and does not back 
them up by strong measures. He is all the more 
likely to get us into trouble.” 

It may be remarked 1m tbis connection that when 
William M. Evarts was Secretary of State he took 
the initiatory steps to biing on hostilities with 
Mexico, to acquire those very northern States re- 
ferred to above; but President Hayes was too timid 
to carry out the scheme of the powerful syndicate, 
of which, by the way, Ben. Butler, was one, which 
had in view the acquisition of Northern Mexico.

THE EXILE OF THE DUKE OF AUMALE, 
Copyright ; 1886 : North American Cable News Co. 


Lonpon, Aue. 15.—The following letter has just 
been received from the Count ot Paris in reply to an 
inquiry for the exact truth concerning the measures 
depriving the Duke of Aumale of his property and 
his commission. It may add to the interest of this 
letter to know that it is not a translation, but is 
written in English by the Count himself: 


The grade or commission of a French officer when ob- 
tained according to the law is his absolute p roperty. of 
which he can be deprived only by the sentence of a court- 
martial for special offences. The grade, observe, is distinct 
from the functions. The Minister of War has control over 
the latter, not over the former. He can refuse to give an 
officer employment or command ; he can put him out of ac- 
tive service for special causes, such as some tem orary in- 
firmity, or he can put him in what is called “ reform,” for 
permanent infirmities or for demerits, after investigation 
and decision by court of inquest convened for the purpose, 
but no Minister can deprive a French officer of his commis- 
sion. The Duc d‘Aumale won his promotion very rapidly. 
but not more rapidly than many other officers in time ot 
war, certainly not more so than Gen, Boulanger, whom we 
find serving as captain in 1870, and as colonel eleven months 
afterward—June, 1871. 

Assuredly the promotions of the Duke of Aumale were 
made under and according to the existing French law, 
which provided that the French Princes could be promoted 
without the usual delays, as a recognition of gooJ conduct 
in war. Every promotion of the Duke was won in that way. 
In consequence of this after the fall of th» empire the Duke 
was at once replaced in the army list from which he had 
been arbitrarily and unjustly struck off at the Revolution of 
1848.

din, then Minister of War, who, asa yose measure in- 
spired by disappointment of the Radicals at the repral of 
the law of exile, chose to inflict upon them that withdrawal 
from the service, which is generaliy considered the heaviest 
penalty any Minister can inflict of his own will.. But at the 
same time Gen. Thibaudin took pains to declare in the 
House of Deputies that this political step was lawful and 
within Lis province expressly because it did not deprive the 
princes of their commissions, 
The law of proscription passed June 23, 1886, provides that 
no member of the families which have reigned over France 
shall be allowed to enter the French army or navy. This is 
the language of the law, but Gen. Boulanger, contrary to 
the formal text of the law, chose to construe it as expelling 
from the army princes who already owned commissions 
obtained according to law, and he struck off from the lists 
ot the cone, the Dukes of Nemours, Aumale, Chartres, and 
Alencon. Not content wtth this, he dealt in the same wa 
with the two Princes Murat, who are only connected wit 
the imperial Bonaparte family in the female line, and who 
had earned their promotions like all other officers. It was 
upon being notified of his illegal expulsion from the army, 
an expulsion totally unprovoked, that the Duke of Aumale 
wrote his nople letter to M. Grevy, who was base enough to 
take personal reveuge for it by exiling the writer. This is 
the whole story of the case.
